Heavy Sales Show 


Faith In Danville 
Is Strong As Ever 


Half Million Pounds Brought Here on Opening 


f 
Day, Constitutes Record Breaking Start of 
Season 
"Co-Ops." and Auction Houses 


Well Supplied With Leaf Which Ranges 
High. 


The Danville tobacco season got away to an auspicious 


start at nine o'clock this morning wh«n auction sales in seven 
warehouses were started and the task of grading and weigh- 
ing tobacco under contract with the Co-operative Market- 
ing Association began in the two warehouses leased here as 
delivery plants. 
The opening was probably the largest Danville has ever 


seen for instead of scattered rows usually seen on the first 
sale of the season, two of the houses were filled while the re- 
maining five had a large accumulation of leaf. 


Producers warehouse, one of the 'pool' receiving plants 


was well filled with wagons and a large quantity of leaf was 
unloaded there this morning and disposed of by the new 
method. A 'good amount of tobacco was in evidence at 
Fanners warehouse, also a receiving point. 


As the auction sales will rjm well into this afternoon no 


authoritative average can be given at this writing. Tobacco 
men who went over the rows said that it would be about 
$30 per hundred. As a general thing prices on the auction 
floors were considered unusually high for the opening, of the 
market. Tobacco ranged in price from five cents for 'sorry' 
tobacco to 72 cents for good cigarette leaf. The Export Leaf 
Tobacco Company and the Imperial Tobacco Company were 
large buyers on all of the sales. 


Enthusiasm which was manifested 


by the farmers patronizing the auc- 
tion sales was however, equalled by

The trend of the auction sales earls 
this afternoon was such .as to cause 
one experienced tobacco man to say 
that the prices were highly attractix* 
to the farmers for the quality of the 
weed offered. 
The view expressed 


was that the high class tobacco was 
not selling so high as were the med- 
ium and less desirable- tobaccos.

Cars Will Not Be 
Assessed License 


Policemen who have used their cars 


in city sen-ice for pay. a fact which 
was recently revealed, will notjiave to 
pay any license tax under a ruling 
ruling made by P. G. Ragland com- 
'missioner of the revenue who today 
wrote to Chief of Police James E. 
Bell a letter on the subject which is 
appended 


Since the revelations became known 


and reached the ears of the pohce 
commission instructions have been 
given to stop the use 01 cars by of- 
ficers in hauling prisoners to the jail. 
This iea\es the department largely in 
the hands of transfer drivers whose 
machines were requisitioned for ser- 
vice until the city provides one or 
more pollcp cars for the constant use 
of the department. 
The letter written by Mr Ragland 
to the chief of police today is as fol- 
lows: 
October 3, 1922. 
"J. R Bell. 
"Chief of Police, 
Danville Va 
"Dear Sir: 
"I requested you by letter, dated 
September 26. to furnish me with the 
names of all policemen who were op- 
erating automobiles for hire. In your 
verbal reply to -this request, made in 
my office the following day, you said 
that under the circumstances you did 
not think a license should be issued. 
but that you were willing to meet all 
just reourremen's of the law. I said 
to jou that I would consider the mat- 
ter fully and let you hear from me 
"On examination I find that Rule 23 


of the regulations governing the police 
force, of the City of Daniille. adopt- 
ed by the Council Oct 13. 1S91, reads 
as follows: 
" 'No - member of the police force 
shall -engage in nay other business or 
vocation but must devote his vvjiole 
..time-anil attention to-the-duU«S--Ojthi» 
office to the exclusion" of any other 
business matters.' " 
"This rule in my opinion carries all 
the force and is as binding as anv law 
o- ordinance., and I do not think. 
broadly speaking:. I have the right to 
license any unlawful business. In this 
view of the matter the question is no 
longer one of taxation but of discip- 
ine to be admrni^tc-ed by yourself, 
and I understood in jour conversation 
hat jou had already mo\ed in this di- 
ection by ordering a discontinuance 
of the practice. 
'Permit jne to say in conclusion 
hat I think on the whole you and the 
police department -are handling a v ery 
difflcu'.t and troubesome situation with 
act and energy. 
"As there has been quite a nurrber 
of enquiries at my office as to what my 
ction would be in the matter. I am 
handing a copy of this letter to the 
press for publication-

which Is the nearest refuge for those 
who are fleeing from th* Turks. 
The Americans hope to evacuate 


from Smyrna all those at present In 
sight within three or {pur days. They 
are going ahead with their plan* just 
-as if no time limit for getting the refu- 
tes away existed. The Americans as- 
sert that if all the boats promised ar- 
rive they will have the refugees safely 
a\vay from the Turks by Wednesday 
To the burprlse of the American dis- 
aster relief committee the census 
showed there were 100,000 refugees 
in Smyrna Fridaj, afti the committee 
had thought the departure of 36,000 
had reduced the total remaining to be- 
low 50,022.

Splits St. Thomas 


CHARLOTTE AMALIA. St. Thorn- 
as, V. I., Oct. 3.—Differences of opin- 
ion arising over a council committee 
report on * new Judiciary bill hftv* 
caused a political situation In the 
Virgin 
Islands which 1* causing a 
considerable amount of local com- 
ment. 


The situation became so acute early 
in the present month that Rear Ad- 
miral Sutnner E2. W. Klttell*. retir- 
ing Governor of the'Islands and per- 
sonal representative of the President 
of the United State*, luued a procla- 
mation dissolving the Colonial Coun- 
cil of St. Thoma* and St. John and 
announcing that election* wotld be 
held for the selection of new council 
member*. Admiral Kittelle, who had 
been ordered back to sea duty as com- 
mander of he destroyrer division of 
the Atlantic Fleet before the differ- 
ence* arose, will b« cucceeded in the 
Virgin Island* by Captain H. H. 
Hough. U. S. N. 
The chief cause of the misunder- 
standing seems to have arisen over a 
paragraph In the council committee 
report concerning the Judiciary, which 
was submitted late in August. The 
section to which Governor Kittelle 
took exception wa* as follow*: 
"We do not deem It advisable for 
one judge to sit and determine appeal 
cases passed upon by a coordinate 
judge. It is to be expected, and we 
know It is the practice for judges of 
coordinate rank to sustain each oth- 
er, andsespeclally would this be tru<> 
nere where each judge would be sit- 
ting on the other's caies. We are 
afraid it would resolve itself into a 
demonstration of the old adage, 'You 
scratch my back and I will scratch 
yours' " 


Commenting upon this paragraph in 
his proclamation. Governor Kitte'le 
said that it reflected upon the honesty 
of judges and inferred that they would 
sustain each other's decision* "with- 
out regard to law or justice or their i 
oaths of office."

council was based on a refusal of tho 
councilmen to meet, it is stated, and 
on the ground that no quorum couM 
be obtained.

WASHINGTON', Oct. 3.—Not in re- 


cent years has a Consress numbered 
as many lame ducks as will be present 
at the closing sessions of the Sixty- 
Seventh Congress, which convenes 
-either at the call o* the President six 
•neekg hence, 'or at furthest in Decem- 
ber on the statutory day. 
At fewest 100 statesmen in the two 
houses will come back after Nov. 7 
disappointed and bitter, sore and re- 
vengful at the interruption of their po_ 
litical careers. There trill be nearly 
this many if the elections show only 
a swing back to normal political con- 
ditions, for scores of naturaly Demo- 
cratic seats are now tilled by Repub- 
licans ti ho rode in on the landslide of 
1920. 
If. as the Democrats expect, the 
pendulum swings far the other way 
this time there may be 150 political 
cripples to be taken care of, which 
means that the president is going to 
have a <-;renuous time on the Sixty- 
seventh Congress. 
Xo politician admits that when the 
people turn him down ft is his own 
fault, so a majority of the army of 
the lost vrill ascribe their defeat to 
President Harding-^on account of the 


veto t)f the bonus, or the ship subsidy 
commitment lie has made, or a dozen 
other things—and their first instinct 
will be to get even by joining1 the 
Democrats in blocking the ship sub- 
sidj ancl any other measures the presi- 
dent is particularly anxious to get 
through 
That is always the temper 
of a lame duck m Congress 


On the other hand most of these fol- 
lows have to get jobs and that is the 
president s armament against a r*_ 
iolt of the casualties. 
The grouch- 
ing Congressman knows that if he 
does not stand in, there jtvill be no job 
for him when the speaker's gavel fals 
Of course, th^ro i«s othing like an 
adeouate number of good jobs to go 
around; many arc bound to be disap- 
pointed again, wtich faci. brings about 
a political poker game in which bluf- 
fing will play a great part. 


The Senate casualty roll must be 
taken care of first. Harry Jfew will 
get a place In. the cabinet or something 
nearly as good. McCumber. eliminat- 
ed by the Xorth Dakota primaries. :s 
another senator who must be looked 
after. Membership on the Tariff Com- 
mission is suggested for him and as an 
alternative the vacant assistant secre- 
tarjship of the treasury might do.

Most of them have enough 
money to live in "Wasl^ngton without 
thinking about a government salary, 
but they hate to give up the distinc- 
tion of office, so there will be a run 
on the commissioner-ships and similar 
places if they cannot jimmy into the 
cabinet, or. for a second choice. Into 
ambassadorships.
